THE intermediate , appellate court bill 
passed the Senate on the 12th—32 to 18—re- 
ceiving the support of all the Republicans 
and Messrs Bayard, Cockrell, Jackson, Har- 
ris, Pugh and Walker, Democrats, The bill 
creates nine intermediate courts, or one in 
each existing circuit, and eighteen new Cir- 
cult Judges, or two additional for each cir- 
cuit, who are to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent. The court of each cireuit will then con- 
sist of the Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court allotted to that circuit, three Circuit 
Judges and two of the District Judges, the 
latter to be designated at each term for the 
succeeding term, and if practical, in rotation, 
four of the Judges to constitute’ a 
quorum. Oonference reports on the fortifi- 
cation and agricultural. appropriation bills 
were agreedto. Adjourned until the 15th..... 
In the House, the bill passed providing for 
the removal ofthe remains of the late Gen. 
Kilpatrick from Chili to the United States. 
Conference reports on the fortification and 
agricultural appropriation bills were agreed 
to. Consideration of the Geneva award was 
resumed. The substitute for the minority 
was rejected—46 to 109—and the bill passed— 
132 to 66. 

In the House of Representatives on the 
13th the river and harbor bill wa: ordered 
printed. The bill to enable the National 
Banking Association to extend its corporate 
existence was called up and several speeches 
made, Mr. Bland opposing the national bank- 
ing system. A bill was introduccd tendering 
the thanks of Congress to Lieut. J. W. Danen- 
hower. 

THE bill to refund taxes on incomes col- 
lected from citizens of Tennessee without au- 
thority passed the Senate on the 15th; also 
House bill for the removal of the remains of 
Gen. Kilpatrick. Mr. Beck spoke on the 
House bonded distilled spirits bill. Waiving 
all matters cgnnected with the Windom in- 
vestigation, he proceeded to a yg the jus- 
tice, fairness and honesty of the measure, 
which, he claimed, would promote the inter- 
ests alike of the distillers, dealers and the 
Government, for collection of all taxes due on 
spirits; was ample for its toh etree: and 
asserted on the authority of the internal Rev- 
enue Department the utter impossibility of 
fraud without the absolute certainty of its 
detection after spirits had been deposited 
in a distillery warehouse, because after it is 
recorded every gallon must be accounted 
for. Referring to the so-called whisky ring, 
he read a telegram and letter from H. H. 
Shufeldt, President of the United 
States Distillers and Liquor Dealers’ 
Association, stating that the funds 
collected by the Western Export Association 
were all paid to exporters of surplus alcohol 
to cover their losses; that, German alcohol 
being very low, this was done to save the 
home market, and had nothing to do with 
legislation. The letter was accompanied by 
a circular signed by President Miller, of the 
Western Export Association, detuiling the 
exigencies which required the formation 
of a ring and payment of very large sums 
of money. his, Mr. Beck said, waa 
simply an honest, earnest effort of bus- 
iness men to avert impending = ruin 
which political corruption and over-produc- 
tion had brought upon them......The House— 
yeas 155, nays 45—suspended the rales and 
passed the bill providing that no action fot 
damages for the infringement of paten‘¢ 
shall be sustained for the use of any patented 
article or device when it shall appear on trial 
that defendant purchased such article for 4 
valuable consideration in open market, 
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LATE NEWS ITEMS. 


In the Senate, on the 16th, Mr. Bay- 
ard reported a substitute for the bonded 
spirits bill, Mr, Vest reported favor- 
ably the bill for a United States 
Court in the Indian ‘Territory. In 
the House, Mr. Hewitt spoke in favor of 
the present banking system. Mr. Buckner 
opposed the pending bill for extension of 
national bank charters. 


AN insane passenger on a train near 
Cleveland, Ohio, May 16, cut his throat with 
a pocket-knife and jumped through the 
window. He was picked up and conveyed 
to the City Hospital. The wound is not nec- 
essarily fatal, as no large artery was sev- 
ered. In his pockets were found a Mmited 
ticket to New York, two baggage checks 
from Cincinnati to New York and a letter in 
German, signed Albert Fischer, addressed 
to Herr Scharfenberg. 

Rosert KirwortsH, of Dayton, Ohio, 
died suddenly on the steamer Abyssinia, 
while quarantined at New York, a few days 
ago. Relatives were notified that his ef- 
fects had been taken by his nephew, but 
they say he had no nephew with him, and 
as his remains indicate some trace of vio- 
lence, there is to be a post-mortem examina- 
tion. Kitworth went to England to receivé 
property of $25,000 left him, and was return- 
ing, having established his claims.

Steven Bond, now a resident of Canéyville, 

owned and lived in the house during the 

war, and it is remembered, by the neighbors 

that at one time he was digging in and 

around the house for some money he said he 

had buried and lost. He dug around in: 
several places, stirred the dirt considerably, 
but never found the lost treasure he said he 
had planted and supposed somebody had 
stolen. William Hendricks lived in the 
house before the war. Hiram Childers,who 
laid the floor, is positiye there was no 
mound, or even unevenness of the ground, 
when the house was built, and is certain the 
unfortunate victims were hidden away since 
that time, as directly over them the flooring 
was nailed down with especial care and 
strength, as was developed the other day, 

and he knows that that part received no ex- 
tra work when the job was being done.’’ 

Nancy Henry, a negro woman, 28 
years old, was lodged in jail at Selma, Ala., 
recently, charged with killing her son, ten 
years of age, by continued fiendish and bar- 
barous treatment. The woman is repulsive 
in looks, and the characteristics of her face 
are borne out in her recent actions. Pos- 
sessed of a fearful temper from childhood 
up, she has been aterror to all about her, 
and her brutality to her three children has 
been the cause of much talk among the ne- 
groes. Some days ago she commenced mal- 
treating her son, and from that day to the 
moment when death relieved him of all mis- 
ery he has been in a condition superlatively 
pitiful. She whipped him until he was un- 
able to walk, then ‘ook a plank and struck 
him a blow that broke his left leg between 
the knee and ankle. A day or two after- 
ward, with the same instrument of torture, 
she broke his right thigh bone, and then, 
because he would not get up, she whipped 
him with a strap. An old rusty scythe- 
blade was brought into play, and with this 
the helpless boy was literally hacked to 
pieces. From head to foot his body pre- 
sented a revolting succession of cuts, gashess 
bruises and running sores. 

A recent issue of the San Antonio 
(Texas) Express says Joe Ludlum, an idiot 
confined in the County Poor-house, was bit- 
ten by a rattlesnake on the forefinger of the 
left hand, the fangs penetrating both sides 
of the finger. About three minutes after 
the bite was inflicted, Mrs. Symington, wife 
of the superintendent, split the finger on 
both sides with a razor, poured a small 
quantity of powder into the wound, and set 
fire toit. She then applied ammonia, and 
also gave ammonia and whisky inwardly un- 
til the man became drunk. This was a very 
brave act for a lady to do, and it saved the 
poor fellow’s life. 

Ferdinand Beer, a New Orleans cot- 
ton broker, who, it is stated, has been buy- 
ing cotton and selling it ataloss, with g 
view to depressing the market, isin trouble. 
Several hundred bales on shipboard on 
which he figured have been seized. Beer 
sold a lot of cotton to E. Forestler and goy 
an advance of $19,000, giving orders for cot- 
ton which was subsequently delivered on 
board vessels, but the factor from whom 
Beer purchased the cotton has not been paid. 
The cotton, therefore, is liable for the fac- 
tor’s lien. Several similar case are reported, 
amounting to $80,000. 

Late reports from Louisiana indicate 
that the cane which was covered by the 
floods is not so much injured as there was 
reason to fear that it would be. This is ac- 
counted for by the low temperature at the 
time of the floods, which retarded the 
growth of the young cane instead of rotting 
and killing it. In the regions which escaped 
inundation the prospects for a large crop 04 
sugar are favorable. 

A most remarkable phenomenon oc- 
curred a few miles below Chattanooga, 
Tenn., a few days since. The river at that 
point flows into a basin seventy-five feet deep 
and twenty acres inarea. On the afternoon 
in question the entire body of water was 
seen to rise six to eight feet,as if by volcanic 
action, and a mass of sediment which had 
accumulated at the bottom arose and float- 
ed off. The occurrence is inexplicable. A 
tradition exists that a precisely similar phe- 
nomenon occurred in the same place many 
years ago. j

Billups said .that he was not 
quite sure that the Magna Charta con- 
ferred: the right of granting divorces on 
Justices of the Peace, but that he would 
take the case under advisement and ‘let 
the husband know in a few days. Jus- 
tice Billups then gave up all his mind to 
the question of jurisdiction. When the 
man who was suffering for the divorce 
called again, Judge Biliups told him 
that, asin our courts law and equity 
were blended, he, Billups, being a min- 
ister of the Gospel as well as a Justice of 
the Peace,-had the constitutional ‘right 
to grant a divorce while sitting in bunc, 
as Guiteau calls it. He then drew up 
one of the most remarkable documents 
ever penned, dividing the property, and 
declaring the mirage—that is the way 
he spelled marriage—null and void ad 
initio, signing the document— 

JEEMS Birttures, J. P. 

JEEMS BILLUPS, D. D. 

About a week afterward the newly- 
divorced husband, accompanied by a 
great big German girl, a newly-arrived 
immigrant, who could not speak a word 
of English, entered the office of the 
County Clerk. The rest of the proces- 
sion consisted of the newly-divorced 
wife, arm in arm with a strange gentle- 
man, who had recently moved into the 
neighborhood from Dallas. The newly- 
divorced husband produced Judge 
Billups’ remarkable document and 
said : 

**T want this here bill of divorce duly 
recorded, and then we want two mar- 
riage licenses.’ 

The County Clerk took the document, 
and after he had nearly laughed himself 
into fits, he told the loving couples that 
old Billups had no more right to grant 
divorces than the maninthe moon. The 
County Clerk refused to record the 
document, but retained it, and if the 
Legislature needs it to inaugurate pro- 
ceedings against Billups, J. P. and D. 
D., they can get it. Of course there 
was a scene when the clerk explained 
the matter. 

We have still another instance of the. 
ignorance, or worse, of Billups, J. P. 
and D. D. A man brought suit against 
another in Billups’ court for $15. . The 
‘defendant came into court, said he 
could not pay the amount, but turned 
over a silver watch to Billups with which 
to satisfy the suit. The plaintiff re, 
fased to accept the watch in payment of 
his claim, and the defendant refused to 
take it back. Several months passed 
over without the parties coming to any 
agreement, during all of which time 
Billops sported the watch. — Finally the 
plaintiff agreed to take the watch in 
satisfaction of the debt, but Billups, J. 
P., told him he came too late, the time 
within which the watch could have been 
accepted had expired, according to the 
statute of limitation; that the watch 
had reverted to the State; that he had 
dealing in his official capacity with the 
State, and would settle with Texas for 
it. That’s the way the case stands now.

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Hyacinth Bulbs, 

If you cut open a hyacinth bulb or, 
what is simpler to experiment upon, an 
onion, you will find that it consists of 
several thick abortive leaves or thick, 
fleshy scales. In these subterranean 
leaves the plant stores up the food stuffs 
elaborated by its green portions during 
the summer, and there they lie the whole 
winter through, ready to send up aflow- 
ering stem early in the succeedin 
spring. The material in the old bulb is 
used in thus producing leaves or blos- 
soms at the beginning of the second or 
third season, but fresh bulbs grow out 
anew from its side, and in these the 
plant stores up fresh material for the 
succeeding year’s growth. 

The hyacinths which we keep in 
glasses on our mantel-pieces represent 
such a reserve of three or four years’ 
accumulation. They have purposely 
been prevented from flowering in order 
to make them produce finer trusses of 
bloom when they are at length permitted 
to follow their own free will. Thus the 
bulb contains material enough to send 
up leaves and blossoms from its own re- 
sources, and it will do so even if grown 
entirely inthe dark. In that case the 
leaves will be pale yellow or faintly 
greenish, because the true green pig- 
ment, which is the active agent of diges- 
tion, can only be produced under the 
influence of light; whereas, the flowers 
will retain their proper color, because 
their pigment is always due to oxidation 
alone, and is but little dependent upon 
the rays of sunshine. Even if grown in 
an ordinary room, away from the win- 
dow, the leaves seldom assume their 
proper deep tone of full green; they are 
mainly dependent on the food-stuffs laid 
by in the bulb, and do but little active 
work on their own account. After the 
hyacinth has flowered, the bulb is re- 
duced to an empty and flaccid mass of 
watery brown scales. 

Among all the lily kind such devices 
for storing up useful material, either in 
bulbs or in the very similar organs 
known as corms, are extremely common. 
As a consequence, many of them pro- 
duce unusually largeand showy flowers. 
Even among our native English lilies we 
can boast of such beautiful blossoms as 
the fritillary, the wild hyacinth, thé 
meadow saffron and the two pretty 
squills; while in our garden the tiger 
lilies, tulips, tuberoses and many others 
belong to the same handsome bulbous 
group. Closeiy allied families give us 
the bulb-bearing narcissus, daffodil, 
snow-drop, amaryllis and Guernsey 
lily; the crocus, gladiolus, iris and corn- 
fiag; while the neighboring tribe of 
orchids, most of which have tubers, prob- 
ably produce more ornamental flowers 
than any other family of plants in the 
whole world. 

Among a widely different group we 
ect other herbs which lay by rich stores 
of starch or similar nutritious substances 
in thickened underground branches, 
known as tubers; such, for example, are 
the potato and the Jerusalem artichoke. 
Sometimes the root itself is the store- 
house for the accumulation of food stuffs, 
as in the dahlia, the carrot, the radish 
and the turnip. In all these cases the 
plant obviously derives benefit from the 
habit which it has acquired of hiding 
away its reserve fund beneath the 
eround, where it is much less likely to 
be discovered and eaten by its animal 
foes, for it is obvious that these special 
reservoirs of energetic material, which 
the plant intends as food for its own 
flower or for its future offspring, are 
exactly those parts which animals will 
be likely unfairly to appropriate to their 
personal use. What feeds a plant will 
feed a squirrel, a mouse, a pig or a man 
just as well. Each requires just the 
same free elements, whose combination 
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Is Our Soil Being Exhausted? 





Dr. Peter Collier, chemist of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, contributes a 
valuable paper to the forthcoming Agri- 
cultural Review, under the above head- 
ing. By the careful comparison of an 
array of crop statistics covering’a series 
of years he finds undoubted evidence of 
lessening production due to soil impoy- 
erishment. Dr. Collier makes sonie in- 
teresting statements concerning the 
relative fertility of the East and West, 
showing that while the soil of the latter 
is growing more and more impover- 
ished, that of the former, through the 
use of fertilizers, is becoming richer and 


outstripping the West in productiveness.™ 


On this subject he says: 

If we contrast the New England and 
Middle States, for example, with those 
of the Central or the Northwestern and 
Western States, we shall find that al- 
though the former were but a few years 
ago surpassed in productiveness by the 
latter, during the short period of 15 or 
20 years the yield of the latter has fallen 
off, while that of the New England and 
Middle States has increased, so that at 
present the acreage yield of these New 
England and Middle States surpasses 
that of the Northwestern and Western 
States and of the Central States. This 
is the more remarkable in view of the 
fact that these same lands which have 
so increased in productiveness have been 
under the plow for at least a century 
longer than those of the West. 

This result is probably due largely to 
inherent differences in the soils of the 
several sections; the rocks of New 
England, which by their gradual disin- 
tegration have formed these lands, will 
probably be found richer in the mineral 
constituents of plant food than the rocks 
of the West. But it is beyond question 
that the early settlers upon these West- 
ern lands found them rich in the ele- 
ments of plant food which through ages 
had accumulated. The continued crop- 
ping and wasteful methods which char- 
acterized the early years of Western ag- 
riculture appear, however, to have part- 
ly, at least, exhausted these accumulated 
stores of food, as evidenced by impov- 
erished crops. 

As of course is well known, the cere- 
als require for their development large 
quantities comparatively of potash and 
phosphoric acid, and, a3 is also well 
known, these two mineral constituents 
exist in comparatively very small quan- 
tities in the rocks or in the soil derived 
from them. It follows, therefore, that 
those two constituents would naturally 
be soonest removed from the soil by 
continual cropping, and, as is known, 
this removal has necessitated the resto- 
ration to the soil of these constituents 
through the application of those pro- 
ducts containing them. 


The so-called commercial fertilizers 
which have within the past few years 
been manufactured and sold in the 
country, especially in the New England 
and Atlantic States, are chiefly valuable 
for these two constituents. The manu- 
facture and sale of commercial fertil- 
izers has rapidly developed during the 
past few years in our country, and al- 
ready reaches an annual aggregate of 
many millions of dollars. In Great 
Britain there was imported in a single 
year 304,843 tons of fertilizing materials 
worth $20,049,042. Every corner of the 
earth and island of the sea has been 
ransacked, almost, to supply her with 
the means for increasing her crops. 
Within five years from the time when 
Liebig called attention to the deposits of 
guano, her importation of this most 
valuable fertilizer reached the enormous 
amount of 253,300 tons in a single year, 
and her consumption of superphosphate 
is estimated annually at 250,000 tons.

lands. Asa result of this enrichment 
of the soil, we have seen the productive- 
ness of these farming lands of Great 
Britain, within the past thirty years, 
enormously increased, until it appears, 
according to the authority of one of 
their foremost agriculturists, they have 
reached about the last limit of profitable 
production in their agriculture. 

In connection with this subject of 
commercial fertilizers, it is interesting 
to consider the results which have fol- 
lowed the chemical control which has 
been maintained over this great indus- 
try. All will understand that the de- 
termination in a commercial fertilizer 
of the amount of those constituents of 
which our various crops are composed, 
as we have already seen, is a chemical 
question, and we have in most of the 
States chemists appointed whose duty it 
is to analyze and report upon such fer- 
tilizers as are offered for sale, «The re- 
sult of this chemical supervision gives 
abundant evidence that this work of the 
agricultural chemists of the country has, 
even in a pecuniary sense, very greatly 
added to the profits of the farmer. 

From the tabulated results of analyses 
it will be seen that within the past 13 
years the average price per ton for fer- 
tilizers has fallen from $59.47 to $34.79, 
or 41.5 per cent., while the intrinsic 
value per ton has increased during the 
same period from an average value of 
$21.36 to $32.93 per ton, or 54.2 per 
cent. In other words, did the same re- 
lation of value to cost obtain to-day 
which existed in -1868 the average cost 
of the fertilizers analyzed by Dr. Genth 
would have been $91.68 per ton, where- 
as it is $54.79, equal to 38 per cent. 
only, thus showing that the purchaser 
of commercial fertilizers water makes 
an average saving of 62 per cent. Not 
only has this great saving been effected 
during the past few years, but it is to be 
observed also that the basis of valuation 
of these fertilizers has also been changed, 
and inthis way increased greatly the 
benefit accruing to the purchaser and 
consumer of these commercial products. 
For example, in 1869 the value generally 
given to soluble phosphoric acid was 
16 1-4 cents per pound, while now the 
same constituent is estimated at 12 cents 
per pound.
